Mr.Macready arrived in town yesterday by the Caledonia fromAmerica, 
and will leave town in the early part of next week with Mr. Mitchell to 
fulfil his engagement in the French capital. 

Extraordinary Depreciation of Theatrical Property.— Yesterday, 

at one o'clock, a sale by auction was proceeded with by Mr. G. Robins, 
of the interest of the late Hon. D.Kinnaird in the property respectively 
of the Theatres Royal Drury-lane and Covent-garden, by direction of 
the executors, the deceased having been for many years one of the most 
active of the Drury-lane Theatre committee. The room at the Auction 
Mart, where the sale took place, was well attended by several of the 
corps dramatique. The first lot put up consisted of an annuity or rent 
eharge, in the Theatre Royal, Covent Garden, and which originally 
cost 500/., with a free admission to any part of the theatre except the 
private boxes, the income of which has been reduced from 25/. a-year to 
12/. 10s., which sum was paid the 16th instant. The auctioneer stated 
that the Anti-Corn Law League had engaged to give 3,000 guineas for 
the next season, and that M. Laurent had taken the theatre, in which 
he would give a great variety of entertainments, he having obtained the 
services of about 200 performers of the first eminence. On the 20th of 
December there would be other extraordinary entertainments. The offer 
for the lot commenced at fifty guineas, and was knocked down at 105 
guineas. The next Jot was a 500/. renter’s share in Drury Lane Theatre, 
with a free admission, and transferable annually. The renter originally 
received 2s. 6d per night of performance, but which is reduced to ls. 3d. 
anight. The share was knocked down for one hundred guineas. Mr. 
Robins observed that he had received 6/. and 4/, per cent, on a share, 
but since they had been rather shy of paying a dividend. (Laughter). 
The next three lots consisted of fifteen subscription shares (five in each 
Jot) of 1007. each in the same theatre, entitling the purchaser to attend 
the annual meetings and partake of any dividend that on a former day 
will accrue, and all the arrears. They went for five guineas each lot, 
This being the only offer. The last lot comprised five similar shares in 
the same theatre, and an admission (quite distinct from the shares) for 
any one person's life. The auctioneer said that he had often sold an ad- 
mission for fifty guineas. Twenty guineas were first offered, and twenty- 
eight guineas taken. 

Death of Mrs. Henry Siddons.—It is with regret that we have to 
announce the death of this talented and much respected lady, which took 
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place in London on Thursday morning last. Mrs. Siddons had left 
Cheltenham, where she had been staying for the benefit of her health, 
and on arriving in London had a surgical operation performed, which she 
survived only two days. The mortal remains of Mrs. Siddons were con- 
veyed in a hearse and four, accompanied by a mourning coach, containing 
two gentlemen, to the St. Katherine steam-wharf on Saturday evening, 
where they were shipped on board the Royal William, which sailed the 
same evening for Leith, and arrived at that port on Monday evening.— 
Evening Paper. [Mrs. Siddons was a large proprietor of the Edinburgh 
Theatre, which is managed by her brother, Mr. Murray. ]
